gainst the Standard Oil company. 
Speaking of the effect of trusts on 
the consumer Mr. Lee said the tendency 
w;w to increase prices until they became 
extortionate. Trusts were organized to 
secure monopoly, and when this was 
secured by closing up rival establish­ 
ments they were in a position to fix 
prices, ^which were, according to his 
observation, 
generally 
increased 
in 
order to permit dividends on watered 
Stock. This had been mainly true of 
tilt Standard Oil company. 
As an il­ 
lustration, he said that when the Pure 
Oil company, in which the witness is 
interested, went into the field in New 
York state in 1896 they found the Stand­ 
ard selling oil at 9% cents a gallon. 
The once was almost immediately re­ 
duced to 5>2 cents and had remained 
there since, the object being to drive 
out the rival. The first price was in­ 
ordinately high, but the latter was 
ruinously low, and while the independ­ 
ent company had met the reduction it 
had done so at a loss. 
He thought the 
competition had resulted in a saving of 
fully $3,OOO,OOO to the people of Greater 
New York. 
The same condition of 
affairs existed 
at other competitive 
points. 
Mr. Lee expressed the opinion that 
the Standard company was still getting 
rebates from the railroad companies de­

He 
knew of several refineries which had 
been purchased at high prices by the 
Standard company and then had been 
shut down. He had also heard that 
Ifuen had received a bonus to remain 
idle, but he had no personal information 
on this subject. 
Mr. Lee said the Standard Oil com­ 
pany had made an effort to prevent the 
extension of the business of the inde­ 
pendent companies to foreign markets 
4>y buying up the tankage at given

argely because in Great Britain and 
Germany, and in some other countries, 
.competition was preserved to a greater 
extent than in the United States. In 
Germany no one was allowed to do 
business at a loss. The profits made 
abroad were w hat enabled the inde­ 
pendent companies to continue in exist­ 
ence, as the business in this country 
alone was unprofitable. 
At tne afternoon session he gave fur­ 
ther testimony. He said the aim of the

please and leaving little ar no profit to 
the producer. In illustration, he said 
fche Standard Oil company had main­ 
tained the price paid for crude oil at 65 
cents per barrel for a year, and that for 
the ten years prior to 1895 the price paid 
bad averaged only 80 cents per barrel, 
whereas the average cost of production 
was not less than $1.

Smith and Williams. At 3 o’clock the 
members started on the trip, accompan- 
led bv Superintendant Bayman and 
representatives of the press. 
The first stop made was at the Sixth 
gtreet school. The sanitary condition 
of this school was all that was consid­ 
ered. and improvements in that direction 
noted to be acted upon at a future meet­ 
ing 
B radshaw school was next visited. 


A new b u ild in g is being agitated in this 
part of the city, and several sites were 
looked at. The present building, con- 
sifting of two rooms, was erected about 
two years ago. and as this section is be­ 
ing rapidly built up the building will 
be too small to accommodate all who 
desire to attend. A site at the foot of 
Oak street and Bradshaw avenue was 
thought to be -the best site. 
A large 
building at that place would relieve the 
crowded condition of the Central, Grant 
and Bradshaw schools. This site is east 
of the old enameling works. 
The West End building will be im­ 
proved in the sanitary line only, while 
no improvements are to be made at the 
Third street school.

ifih troops. 
For every enlisted man of 
the re',» nlar service now in the Philip­ 
pines there has been provided this com-

rehensive array of clothing: An un- 
,ned blouse, two khaki suits, two pairs 
of Berlin gloves for i)arade duty , a cam­ 
paign hat, a cork helmet, a pair of leg ­ 
gings, a 
poncho blanket, two lig ht­ 
weight shirts, a pair of barrack shoes, 
a pair of russet shoes, three pairs of 
lightweight 
cotton 
stockings, 
two 
white duck suits, a pair of trousers of 
16 ounce kersey , two cotton under- 
•birts, two wool nndershirts, two outer 
Bhirts of gingham or chambray , two 
pairs of .lean drawers, « vo nankeen 
shirts, two abdominal bandages, one 
mosquito bar and one mosquito head 


This complete outfit may be obtainert 
by the soldier for $28.35 if ho is an in­ 
fantry man or $1.40 more if mounted. 
It is not required that the soldier shall 
draw all these articles and have them 
charged against his clothing allowance, 
but every thing enumerated will be on 
band if required. 
Some of the articles 
the soldier is ohlighed to have. 
The cork helmets were manufactured 
especially for the soldiers in the Philip­ 
pines, and the russet shoes, an innova­ 
tion, are splendidly made and would 
cost at least $4 a pair at a retail store. 
To the soldier these shoes cost $2.13. 
There has been complaint that the en­ 
listed men at Manila do not want to 
wear abdominal bandages, and that 
many of them prefer the chambray or 
linen shirt to that of flannel. The army 
authorities object to the soldiers wear­ 
ing the gingham shirt without an ab­ 
dominal bandage, and have instructed 
officers in the Philippines to enconrage 
the men who object to the bandages to 
adopt the flannel garment, which In a 
measure serves the hy gienic purpose of 
the bandage.—New York Sun.

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OUR WELL CLOTHED TROOPS 


A rray of C loth ln * P rov id ed F or S ol­ 
dier* In tl»e P h ilip p in e* . 
Officials of the quartermaster'a de- 
irtment say that no troops were ever 
3tter provided for in the m atter of 
personal apparel than the regulars now 
eerving in the Philippines. 
Tile selec­ 
tion of garments has been made after a 
careful study of the clothing require­ 
m ents for troops of other nations in 
tropical service, particularly the B rit­ 
ish troops. 
For every enlisted man of 
the regular service now in the Philip­ 
pines there has been provided this com ­ 
prehensive array of clothing: An un­ 
lined blouse, two khaki suits, tw o pairs 
of Berlin gloves for parade duty, a cam ­ 
paign hat, a cork helmet, a pair of leg­ 
gings, a 
poncho 
blanket, tw o light­ 
w eight shirts, a pair of barrack shoes. 
a pair of russet shoes, three pairs of 
lightw eight 
cotton 
stockings, 
two 
w hite duck suits, a pair of trousers of 
16 ounce kersey, two cotton 
under­ 
shirts, two wool undershirts, tw o outer 
shirts of gingham or chambray, two 
pairs of jean drawers, Wvo nankeen 
shirts, two abdominal bandages, one 
mosqnito bar and one mosquito head 
net. 
This complete outfit may be obtained 
by the soldier for $28.35 if ho is an in­ 
fantryman or $1.40 more if mounted. 
It is not required that the soldier shall 
draw all these articles and have them 
charged against his clothing allowance, 
but everything enumerated will be on 
hand if required. 
Some of the articles 
the soldier is ohlighed to have. 
The cork helmets were manufactured 
especially for the soldiers in tho Philip­ 
pines, and the russet shoes, an innova­ 
tion, are splendidly made and would 
cost at least $4 a pair at a retail store. 
To the soldier these shoes cost $2.12. 
There has been complaint that the en­ 
listed men at Manila do not want to 
wear abdominal bandages, and that 
many of them prefer the chambray or 
linen shirt to that of flannel. The army 
authorities object to the soldiers wear­ 
ing the gingham shirt without an ab­ 
dominal bandage, and have inetrncted 
officers in the Philippines to encourage 
the men who object to the bandages to 
adopt the flannel garment, which in a 
measure serves the hygienic purpose of 
the bandage.—New York Sun.

E . H. Friday’* Swim. 
Arboles, Colo., was the scene of 
niail race for the U te lands which were 
opened for settlem ent at noon the other 
dav by proclamation of the president 
The excitem ent was intense and sev­ 
eral sensational incidents marked the 
formal process of staking homesteads. 
Three distinct races were m n w ithin a 
mile of each other and several hundred 
persons witnessed the novel sight. 
Barry Sullivan, a newspaper man, 
lawyer, labor agitator and sheriff's dep­ 
uty, a graduate of Harvard and a man 
of considerable culture, is one of the 
picturesque figures that c«.mo down 
with the throng from Durango. 
He 
had a piece of land picked out, and, in 
bis determination to get it, he drew his 
revolver upon a M exican who under­ 
took to interfere. 
Sullivan had him ­ 
self sworn in as a deputy at Durango 
go as to be protected, but he did not 
make any show of authority for Ar­ 
boles, Archuleta county. 
The Mexican 
yielded, and Sullivan staked his hoine- 
itead. 
It is a m agnificent tract, lo­ 
cated in the fork of the Piedra and San 
Juan rivers. 
W hy this laud was not 
sought by any one else is the interest­ 
ing part of the story. 
On the maps 
which have been circulated about D u­ 
rango it is marked as allotted to the 
Indians. 
Sullivan, however, declares 
that he has absolute proof that the 
maps are wrong, and he knows he took 
no risk. 
He had his attention called to 
the land last November, and has w ait­ 
ed for it in secret. 
The Oklahoma 
crowd declare he is a “ sooner" on the 
ground, and that he was on the reser­ 
vation when the noon hour arrived. 
There was a hot race for another sec­ 
tion of land 
in 
the same vicinity. 
Twenty boomers, cowboys and Mex­ 
icans lined up on the southern bound­ 
ary of the state and waited for the sig ­ 
nal from Dr. Allen of Chickasha, I. T. 
As the men dashed away J. (J. Ward of 
Denver was nearly killed by his horse. 
The race was a sight to be long re­ 
membered. 
The 
horsemen 
dashed 
through the sage and raised a dust that 
almost concealed them from the specta­ 
tors. 
Mort J. Bayes of Pagosa Springs 
reached the desired section inside of a 
minute and jumped to the ground w ith ­ 
out waiting for his horse to stop. 
See­ 
ing a stick, he drove it into the ground 
in the presence of half a dozen w it­ 
nesses, who had followed on horseback, 
and then attached a sm all American 
flag to it. 
The rest of the horsemen 
plunged on over an irrigation ditch, 
and one narrowly missed falling into it. 
They dashed into the San Juan river 
aud swam to the other side, looking for 
tome other quarter section. 
The best thing that was done in the 
way of swim m ing the river was by

It is located on a mesa, and the town 
pite people are anxious to get on it. but 
Friday is in w ith the Oklahoma crowd, 
and the latter are jubilant.
